Charles Morris Is hold, and after 
the release of the three others pro¬ 
ceedings for his extradition began 
with the Identification of the deposi¬ 
tion of Htrumklns. a Victoria boat¬ 
man. The deposition gives the de¬ 
tails of the murder of Captain Gillis 
and his son on the Beryl O. and the 
hi-Jacking of the liquor cargo and 
Morris Is named as being a member 
| of the hl-Jacklng gang.

Says this is most important and oaves many a "bonehead 
play." 

7. Doesn't believe In fussing with the umpires unless he has a real 
grievance. Then expresses his objections In a way that resolts la the um¬ 
pire giving him much consideration rather than pointing to the exit sign. 

8. Guards constantly against being temperamental. Says a player must 
accept the good and tough breaks as part of the game. 

9. Insists on being-an optimist, believing that everything is going to be 
all right and says it usually turns out that way. 

10. Fights hard but always tries to play the game fair.
